One of the most pleased young men in the country these morn- 
ings is a young fellow by the name of Jimmy Dean, (not re- 
lated to the late James Dean) who has startled the whole 
musical world with his chart-topping (not chart-climbing) 
COLUMBIA Record, “Big Bad John.” It is one thing to have 
a wide following and yet another to be comparatively un- 
known to the general public at large and still come up with a 
smash hit. Jimmy, let it be said, has been a consistent fa- 
vorite in Country and Western music, which can be consider- 
ed one of the folk musical forms originating in this country 
and unique to the United States. It has spread to other coun- 
tries, however. 

“Big Bad John” is but one more record that has been part 
of the rising resurgence of folk music all over the country. 
In the summer of 1961, five college students from Wesleyan 
University in Middletown, Conn. became the proud possessors 
of the #1 position on the charts with a tune called “Michael,” 
based on a folk song which is doubtlessly over three ‘hundred 
years old. But it still has “60’s” appeal when done in good 
taste. Any folk music has. 

The blues can be considered folk music. Calypso is the folk 
music of the islands as much as the national music of any 
European country is justly known as the folk music of that 
pr Se country. In many cases these various influences 

ave combined to produce the popular music we know today.

And 
also to extend credit during hard times. “Big Bad John” can 
almost be called the Paul Bunyan of mining. 

Although the song was written by Jimmy Dean, he must’ve 
heard about men like “John” when he was a boy in Plain- 
view, Texas. 

_ Jimmy, whose looks belie his thirty-two-years, has been one 

of the most popular of the country musicians to reach pro- 
minence during the past ten years. He was originally “dis 
covered” by the Sol Hurok of Country Music, Connie B. Gay. 
Connie had him entertaining the troops, then doing local radio 
and TV work in Washington, D.C. 

He was next given the chance to have a nationwide weekly 
television show, “The Jimmy Dean Show,” which gained him 
even more recognition. We would venture to guess that after 
all of the fuss about “Big Bad John” dies down, Jimmy Dean 
will remain the same unaffected guy who is still popular 
enough to get about 25,000 fan letters a week. He won’t have 
to worry. His music is deep in the tradition of America and 
will last as long as she (the U.S.A.) does.

Regardless of wealth, regardless of fame, the person who 
¢an look into his mirror and truthfully say, “I have done my 
very best; I have given the best that’s within me to give; I 
will strive to do even better the next time;” that’s the person 
who is — in my book — really successful.

on the night of June 11, 1961. Ed Sullivan was introducing a. 


new singer to the American public, and the public liked what 
it saw.

NORMA RIVERS, beautiful song- 
stress from Chicago, is slated for one 
of the biggest publicity promotional 
campaigns seen in a long time. What is 
really heartwarming is that the young 
lady deserves all the assistance she can 
get on the road to stardom. Norma first 
sang in public while attending high 
school. She appeared in school produc- 
tions. At first she was considering an 
operatic career and studied music at 
Roosevelt College but thanks to Arthur 
Godfrey she was “saved” for a career 
as a pop singer. 

In 1959, Norma auditioned. for the 
Godfrey TV show and sang a semiclassi- 
cal number. The folks at the Godfrey 
show insisted she try a pop song. She 
sang “Mr. Wonderful,” and won the 
show hands down and was acclaimed

A few years ago, 24-year-old Dorothy 
Jones organized a singing group called 
The Cookies. When The Cookies were 
signed to appear at New York’s famed 
Apollo Theater, friends had counseled 
Dorothy, “...if you can make it at the 
Apollo, you can make it anywhere.” The 
Cookies performed at the Apollo for a 
week and their singing brought down 
the house every time.

disbanded. 

The next chapter in Dorothy’s life 
began when she met Alan Nevins and 
Don Kirshner, one of the recording in- 
dustry’s top producing teams. Popular 
singer Neil Sedaka had recommended 
for recording accompaniment a group 
led by Dorothy — “any group” he said. 

She was hired for an EPIC record- 
ing session with Tony Orlando. Dorothy 
recalls that “. . . during a break in the 
session, the girls and I were just fool- 
ing around with the tune. Nevins and 
Kirshner told me that what I was doing 
was great... would I be interested in 
doing a record on my own?” 

Dorothy was far more than inter- 
ested — she was thrilled. She sang for 
song writers Gerry Goffin, Carole King 
(Tony’s “Halfway To Paradise” com- 
poser) and Jack Keller, who were im- 
mediately impressed with her ability. 

Thus Dorothy made the change from 
group singer to solo singer; she says, 
“It was awkward and it felt funny at 
first — but after a while I felt fine.” 
Record industry insiders say she sounds 
fine, too; Dorothy Jones has proven that 
she is a gifted, exciting vocalist with 
exceptional talent.
